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Traders’ Guides to the United States Market 


(From the Commercial Department of the British Embassy, Washington) 


\NYONE who asks for a source of information about some aspect 
of the American market soon discovers what a wealth of trade direc- 
tories, catalogues, guides, surveys of statistics, special issues of 
periodicals and other works of reference exist. Although no compre- 
hensive directory of directories of American business has been pub- 
lished in recent years, several of the publications listed below provide 
valuable guides to directories likely to be useful in marketing research. 


One of the most important questions to be considered when 
exporting to the United States is that of the procedure involved in 
getting the goods into that country. Information on Customs regula- 
tions, tariff classifications, invoicing, marking of goods, etc., for the 
American market is given in the United States Bureau of Customs’ 
‘Exporting to the United States’; this useful publication was the 
subject of an article in the Board of Trade Journal of February 13, 
1959 (pages 365-370). 

A useful short list of the types of publications produced by depart- 
ments and agencies of the Federal Government is to be found as an 
appendix to each annual edition of the United States Government 
Organization Manual. 


United States Government Publications 


The most comprehensive United States Government source of 
information is the Monthly Catalog of United States Government 
Publications. Each monthly issue of this is indexed and the December 
issue has a full index for the year. The monthly Distribution Data 
Guide describes all the principal surveys, reports and directories of 
significance to those engaged in marketing and distribution that have 
been issued in the preceding month by either Government Depart- 
ments or by industry. An index is published semi-annually. In addi- 
tion, the United States Department of Commerce issues the Business 
Service Checklist, a weekly guide to its own publications which 
include those of the Bureau of the Census and the Bureau of Foreign 
Commerce. 


The United States Government claims to be the world’s biggest 
producer of statistics. A bibliography of sources of statistics is given 
inthe annual Statistical Abstract. A selection of national, regional and 
local statistical data in relation to the market for a particular product 
may help to answer such questions as: How big is the market? Where 
is it? What are its characteristics? Such data can facilitate the planning 
of sales inquiries and distribution, and provide information about the 
location and activity of competition. The Bureau of the Census 
publications include statistics of United States imports and exports 
and the useful Facts for Industry series giving production and con- 
uumption figures for a wide range of products. The Department of 
Commerce publishes monthly a Survey of Current Business which 
provides statistical data for a wide range of business activities, annually 
a Statistical Abstract of the United States and periodically a County 
and City Data Book which provides information about population, 
housing, utilities, wholesale and retail trade, etc. 


The Bureau of Foreign Commerce publishes, inter alia, Foreign 
Commerce Weekly which, under the heading ‘Import Opportunities,’ 
provides space free of charge to foreign firms seeking inquiries from 
American importers. Besides the Department of Commerce, other 
United States Government departments such as the Tariff Com- 
mission, Department of Agriculture and Bureau of Mines, publish 
wumerous reports and surveys of industries. ‘The Bureau of Mines, 
lor example, issues a Minerals Yearbook which provides detailed 
eviews of all the mineral industries. 


H.M. Stationery Office is the agent in the United Kingdom for 
United States Federal Government publications, 


Directories 


Although there is no Federal Government directory of firms for 
the whole of the United States, there are many State Government 
directories of industries and commerce in particular States and cities. 
In some cases buyers’ guides, lists of importers, etc., have been 
published by State Departments of Commerce, State Development 
Commissions or Port Authorities. In some States and cities directories 
have been published by Associations of Commerce and Industry or 
by Chambers of Commerce. Perhaps the most comprehensive and 
up-to-date guides to local business are the classified telephone 
directories of particular cities or areas which are available to special 
order through the G.P.O. Supplies Department at low prices. 


The other main classes of directories are the national directories 
such as Thomas’ Register of American Manufacturers and the specialized 
directories relating to a particular trade or industry, for example 
Davison’s Knit Goods Trade Register and Directory. There are many 
kinds of specialized directories, most of which classify the products 
of a particular industry and list the manufacturers or suppliers. Some 
are published by trade associations, others appear as annual supple- 
ments to trade journals. Forexample, the market journal of the American 
chemical industry, the Ozl, Paint and Drug Reporter, publishes an 
annual ‘Buyers’ Guide.’ Standard Rate and Data Service: Business 
Publications provides information as to which trade journals publish 
annual directory issues. 


Some of the more useful national directories are listed below 
Some are available for examination at the Export Services Branch, 
Board of Trade, Lacon House, Theobalds Road, London, W.C.1. 
Many are likely also to be found in the library at the United States 
Information Service at 41 Grosvenor Square, London, W.1, and 
some will be available at public libraries. 


Mention should also be made of the extensive facilities for market 
research provided by the Commercial Library at the United States 
Embassy, 1 Grosvenor Square, London, W.1, which is also the centre 
for all official United States statistical material. The Statistics Library, 
Board of Trade, Lacon House, Theobalds Road, London, W.C.1, 
has a comprehensive collection of United States official statistical 
publications (with some non-official material) and is open to the public 
from 9.30 a.m. to 5.0 p.m. from Mondays to Fridays. 


Help from E.S.B. 


From this series of guides to sources of information about the 
United States market available in the United Kingdom, the British 
firm interested in that market can determine not only what information 
is obtainable locally but how further inquiries in relation to its business 
can best be pursued and how a business visitor to the United States 
can best plan his itinerary. In this connection, it should be remembered 
that the services of the Export Sections of the Board of ‘Trade Regional 
Organization are freely available. Each of these Export Sections is 
closely linked with Board of Trade Headquarters and thus with the 
Overseas Offices of H.M. Government. 

On arrival in the United States the business visitor can make use 
of ‘the vast facilities of the American public library system.’ ‘To quote 
a United States Department of Commerce report: ‘As the volume of 
American business publications continues to increase, specialization 
in business research is becoming one of the more important services 
offered by the extensive network of library agencies throughout the 
United States. Most public libraries contain numerous reference 
publications and other data of value to businessmen; in many larger 
libraries specialized and comprehensive business reference collections 
have been established. Trained librarians, anxious to be of assistance,

can quickly and efficiently direct the inquirer to guides to busineg 
research; listings of books, booklets, and articles; Federal, State an 
municipal government publications; trade journals; and othe 
pertinent business information.’ 

To sum up, there is no single work of reference that provides a 
index of all works of reference to the United States market but it j 
possible, by using some of the publications listed below, to discove 
which particular directory, survey, yearbook, handbook, index, 
catalogue, report or periodical will best answer the questions on which 
information is sought.

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Provisional Figures of United Kingdom Trade in 
September 


IN SEPTEMBER exports were seasonally lower than the average for 
July/August but imports were about the same. There was consequently 
an increase in the visible trade deficit. 

United Kingdom exports in September were £246.7 million. In 


January-September exports were 3 per cent. higher than in the first 
nine months of last year. 


Imports in September were {330.2 million. In January-September 
imports were 5 per cent. higher than in the first nine months of last 
year. Re-exports in September were {11.2 million. 


The excess of imports c.i.f. over exports and re-exports f.o.b. in 
September was {72.3 million. The average for January-September 
1959 was £43.2 million compared with £33.6 million in the same 
period of last year. 


United Kingdom exports to North America in September were 
£46.0 million. Exports in January-September were 25 per cent. more 
than in the same period of last year. 

Exports to the United States were £29.2 million in September. 
In January-September exports were 39 per cent. more than in the 
same period of last year. 

Exports to Canada were {16.7 in September. In January-September 
they were 63 per cent. more than in the same period of last year.

Big Increase of Plastics Materials Sales in the 
Second Quarter 


STATISTICS of plastics materials in the second quarter of this year 
show that not only have sales fully recovered from the slackness of 
last summer, but that once again they are expanding very strongly. 
Sales to both home and export markets have increased. 

Net sales of 128,000 tons in the second quarter of this year compare 
with 114,000 tons in the first, and 100,000 tons in the second quarter 
of last year. 

The biggest expansion in sales once again occurred in thermoplastic 
materials, where sales of all types of materials were well above 
previous levels. However, sales of polyvinyl chloride and of poly- 
ethylene in terms of volume accounted for the major share of the 
increase as compared with last year; since early 1958 there have been 
large increases in manufacturing capacity for polyethylene. 

Sales of all types of thermosetting materials were higher than a 
year earlier. Although still small in terms of tonnage, sales of poly- 
esters (other than for use in the manufacture of synthetic textile 
fibres) and epoxide resins continued to increase rapidly. 

Exports in the second quarter were a record, at 37,000 tons. 
Comparing the first half of this year with a year earlier the increase in 
exports has clearly accounted for a very considerable proportion — 
over 40 per cent. in terms of volume — of the increase in net sales. 
Imports at 14,000 tons showed a sharp increase on the previous 
quarter (over 30 per cent. up) and on the average quarterly level 
of 1958. 

The figures were compiled from returns from over 160 firms known 
to have been manufacturing plastics materials, whether for sale or for 
use in the production of plastic goods or incorporation in other goods 
(e.g. paint) containing plastics materials. Firms making cables who 
manufacture plastics materials from purchased resins are excluded. 
Synthetic materials for use as textiles are also excluded. The figures 
are free of duplication or double counting of plastics materials at 
different stages of production.

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Furniture Deliveries in July, August and the 
Second Quarter 


THE VALUE of deliveries by manufacturers of domestic furniture ip 
July and August, £9.9 million and £8.0 million respectively, making 
a total for the two months of £17.9 million, were 24 per cent. higher 
than in the depressed corresponding period of 1958. This compare 
with an increase of 19 per cent. shown in the total for the secon 
quarter, £29.3 million, compared with the like quarter of the previous 
year. For reasons explained below these figures are not comparabk 
with those which have hitherto been published for deliveries o 
domestic furniture. 


When allowance is made for price changes the volume of deliveries 
in July and August was 94 per cent. and 81 per cent. respectively of 
the average for the year 1954. These figures also allow for differences 
in the lengths of the working months but not for annual holidays, 
The corresponding figure for the second quarter monthly average wa 
98 per cent. Earlier figures are shown in the table. 


Orders on hand at the end of August amounted to £11.0 million, 
some 75 per cent. more than a year earlier. The corresponding total 
for July was £7.7 million, an increase of over 50 per cent. compared 
with July, 1958, and at the end of the second quarter £8.1 million, 
nearly 90 per cent. higher than the depressed 1958 figure. 


The figures for the second quarter are later in appearing than would 
normally have been the case as every effort has been made to secure 
a return from every manufacturer employing more than 10 operatives 
on the manufacture of domestic furniture. ‘lo an increasing extent in 
previous quarters it was necessary to estimate the figures for some 
manufacturers whose returns have been sent in too late to be included 
in the totals. In the light of the comprehensive total for the second 
quarter which is now available it is clear that these estimates for 
delayed returns have, in general, been too high. The opportunity has 
therefore been taken to adjust the earlier figures, and the adjusted 
totals are shown in the table. The figures for July and August are 
provisional, being based on a sample of returns, and are subject to 
adjustment in the light of the final figures for the third quarter.

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Wholesalers’ Stocks in the Second Quarter of 1959 


REVISED ESTIMATES for the second quarter of this year show that 
the total value of wholesalers’ stocks fell by 0.6 per cent. (provisional 
estimates showed a fall of 3 per cent.) compared with a fall of 2.2 per 
ent. in the second quarter of 1958. These figures derive from in- 
formation received from companies contributing to the Board of 
Trade’s quarterly inquiry into wholesalers’ stocks and for certain 
tems (e.g. metals, coal and timber) from statistics already available 
on stocks of specific commodities. 

Over two-thirds of the stocks of the wholesale trades are held by 
businesses in Minimum List Heading 810 which covers the wholesale 
distribution of food, drink and tobacco; clothing, footwear and textiles; 
merchant converting; paper, stationery and books; petroleum pro- 
ducts; and most other manufactured non-food goods. The total value 
of these stocks showed little change in the second quarter of this year, 
decreases in stocks of clothing, footwear and textiles being offset by 
small but widespread increases in most other items. 


The trades included in Minimum List Heading 832, that is, dealing 
in industrial machinery and materials (other than coal, builders’ 
materials, grain and agricultural supplies) reduced their stocks by 
sper cent., the main fall occurring in stocks of timber, but with 
smaller reductions in most other items except metals and scrap and 
waste materials. ‘he figures for this group of trades are largely based 
on estimates of the value of stocks for which quantity figures only are 
at present collected and are consequently subject to wider margins of 
eror than those for Minimum List Heading 810 or the wholesale 
trades in total. 


Stocks held by wholesale and retail dealers in coal, builders’ 
materials, grain and agricultural supplies (Minimum List Heading 831) 
increased on balance in the second quarter, but are not sufficiently 
represented in the quarterly inquiry for separate figures to be pub- 


lished.

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No Change During Second Quarter of 1959 in 
Stocks of Manufacturing Industry 


THE TOTAL VALUE of manufacturing industry’s stocks and work 
in progress is now estimated to have been the same at the end of the 
second quarter of 1959 as it was at the beginning. (It had provisionally 
been estimated to have fallen by £10 million.) This is the second 
quarter that the value of stocks has remained unchanged and follows 
decreases during each of the last three quarters of 1958. There is 
probably no marked seasonal movement in stocks during the second 
quarter of the vear and the estimate of no change may indicate some 
slight improvement in the trend of stocks compared with that in the 
first quarter as in the past stocks have usually shown a fairly large 
seasonal increase during the first quarter of the year. 


The stability of the total level of stocks during the second quarter 
resulted from decreases in materials and fuel being counterbalanced 
by an increase in work in progress and finished goods. During the 
first quarter it was due to the offsetting of increases in work in progress 
and finished goods (particularly the latter) by a decrease in materials 
and fuel. The increase during the second quarter in work in progress 
(£37 million) followed a much smaller one during the previous 
quarter and was accounted for mainly by the engineering vehicles, 
etc., group of trades. Stocks of materials and fuel fell by a smaller 
amount than in the first quarter (£5 million compared with {21 
million) and stocks of finished goods fell substantially (by £32 million) 
compared with an increase during the first quarter (£13 million). 
None of the four broad groups of industries shown in Tables 1 and 2 
showed any marked movement during the second quarter. 

During the first half of last year stocks rose by £22 million com- 
pared with no change this year. This relatively small change between 
the two periods was due to the fact that the large decrease in finished 
goods (£134 million) was substantially balanced by a smaller decrease 
in materials and fuel (£114 million) as work in progress showed about 
the same increase in the two periods. 
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Revision of Previous Figures 


The annual figures in the tables in this article are identical wit 
those in the Blue Book ‘National Income and Expenditure, 1959 
published recently, which take account of changes in the classificatig, 
of industrial activities introduced in the revised edition of the Standar 
Industrial Classification, published last year. These annual figur 
differ, generally, to a relatively small extent, from those publishe 
previously in these articles and there have been consequent adjus. 
ments to the quarterly figures. The effect of these changes in industri 
classification has been mainly to re-classify certain activities from th 
manufacturing Orders of the S.I.C. (III to XVI) to other Orden 
and the value of stocks and work in progress in manufacturin 
industry, as now defined, is estimated, for example, to have bee 
£4,461 million at the end of 1958 instead of £4,570 million. Amend. 
ments have also been made to previous figures as the result of a revision 
to the method of allocating to the separate asset sub-divisions 
stocks the returns of companies who can only provide a combine 
figure of their work in progress and finished goods. The effect o/ 
this revision has been to increase the estimates of the value of wor 
in progress held by manufacturing industry and correspondingly t 
reduce the estimate of the value of finished goods. 


Volume of Stocks 


Figures are given in Table 3, for the first time in these articles, 
the changes in the volume of manufacturers’ stocks. The figures show 
in Table 1 are based directly upon figures of stocks returned by 
contributing companies at the beginning and end of each quarte 
and, in consequence, represent partly changes in the volume ¢ 
stocks held and partly differences in the prices used by contribute 
to value their stocks at the two dates.

This 
has been done by attempting to re-value the stocks held at the begin- 
ning and end of each feriod at average 1954 prices; the quarterly 
changes thus obtained represent changes in the volume of stocks 
during each quarter, valued at average 1954 prices. The new series 
is, in effect, the counterpart of the series of fixed capital expenditure 
by manufacturing industry at 1954 prices given elsewhere in this 
Board of Trade JFournal.(a) 

It must be emphasized that this series showing changes in the 
volume of stocks is subject to a very wide margin of error. This arises 
from the major uncertainties which are involved in making the attempt 
to revalue the figures of stocks, based on the information returned 
by contributors, at the average prices of the year 1954. For example, 
there is no very certain information about the valuations underlying 
contributors’ figures; the method used assumes that these figures 
ae on ‘a cost or market value, whichever is the lower’ basis and also 
makes assumptions about the period over which stocks have been

Some improvement is planned for this series but it seems likely that 
the uncertain nature of the material will always entail a higher margin 
of error than in many other serics.

Notes on Index Numbers of Wholesale Prices — 1954— 100 


(1) The wholesale price index numbers are calculated from the 
price movements of some 7,000 materials and products representative 
of goods purchased and sold by United Kingdom industry. The 
current home market price for a specified material or product is 
expressed as a percentage relative to its annual average home market 
price in 1954. In compiling index numbers for individual commodities 
or groups of commodities, these price relatives are combined in pro- 
portion to the value of sales or purchases in 1954. To facilitate further 
calculation, the indices are given to one decimal place in most cases, 
but small month to month movements have little significance. 


(2) Commodity price index numbers are combined into the index 
numbers of materials purchased by and output of broad sectors of 
industry in Tables 1 and 2. Net weights are used to combine the 
commodity index numbers into sector indices; that is, the sector 
indices exclude sales by one undertaking to another within the same 
sector. The indices of materials purchased by industry include im- 
ported materials and where it is possible to do so the indices of the 


output of broad sectors of industry take account of the movement of 
export prices. Information about export prices is less reliable than 
information about home market prices; hence the sector indices 
of total sales including exports are less reliable than the indices of 
home market sales. 


(3) As far as possible ‘delivered’ prices are used in compiling the 
indices of materials purchased by industry; ‘ex-works’ prices are used 
in compiling the indices of commodities produced in the United 
Kingdom, unless it is the normal custom of the trade to deliver, in 
which case ‘delivered’ prices are used. The prices are exclusive of 
purchase tax but include any subsidy paid to or duty paid by the 
producer.

12 millions for the weekly average of admissions in third quarter of 
this year compares with about the same for the second quarter, and 
a weekly average of just over 15 millions for the third quarter of last 
year, When the poor weather tended to favour a higher level of 
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admissions. In the third quarter the rate of decline in admissions as 
compared with a year earlier would seem to have been broadly of the 
same magnitude as in the second quarter, when it was 20 per cent.

to have been virtually the same as in the second quarter, when it was 
27.5 pence, so that gross takings in the third quarter are provisionally 
estimated at much the same level as in the second quarter. 


Final Cinema Statistics for 1958 


Final results of the 1958 annual inquiry into the distribution of 
gross takings of cinemas, and other aspects of film exhibition not 
fully covered in the quarterly inquiries, are now available, and the 
main figures are given in tables II-V. Table II shows that although 
cinemas’ gross takings in 1958 were £9.5 million less than in 1957, 
the amount of entertainments duty paid was {12.2 million less 
(largely accounted for by the changes introduced by the 1958 Budget) 
partly offset by a rise of £1.4 million in levy payments to the British 
Film Production Fund (levy rates were increased in May 1958), as a 
result of which net takings after payment of duty and levy were 
£1.3 million higher than in 1957, and were 76.6 per cent. of gross 
takings, as compared with 67.4 per cent. in 1957. Film hire payments 
were only marginally higher than the year before, and the exhibitor’s 
share of takings in 1958 at £42.1 million was {1.1 million or 2.6 per 
cent. greater than in 1957. 


Relative to the seating capacity available in cinemas, which has 
been falling year by year, the exhibitor’s share of takings in 1958 
was at the highest level since 1950 (when statistics were first collected)

although it was equalled in 1954. With an average seating capacity of 
3.77 million in 1958, as compared with 3.91 million in 1957, the 
exhibitors’ share of takings per seat was {11.2 in 1958, as compared 
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with £10.5 in 1957. 


Tables III and IV are analyses of admissions and the distribution 
of box office takings in 1957 and 1958 by size of cinema, and by 


region respectively. 


The number of cinemas included in these statistics that wer 
exempt from entertainments duty in 1958 was 484, with gross taking; 
of £2.1 million, payments for film hire of £0.7 million, and the 
exhibitors’ share of takings £1.4 million. Of the total of exemp 
cinemas 426 had seating capacities of 500 or less per cinema (exempt 
cinemas therefore account for nearly one half of all cinemas in this 
size group) with gross takings of £1.7 million, film hire payments of 
£0.6 million, and the exhibitors’ share of takings at {1.1 million. 

Table V shows that the average proportion of capacity filled during 
1958 was about 22 per cent., as compared with 26 per cent. in 1957 and 
30 per cent. in 1956. The fall in the average number of seats available 
in 1958 was much less than the fall in admissions, and was partly 
offset by a small increase in the average number of performances per 
week. 


The number of cinemas in operation at the end of 1958 was 3,864 in 
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total with a seating capacity of 3.64 million.

Employment in cinemas in the week ended December 13, 1958, was 


» reported as 34,978 full time (18,343 males and 16,197 females) and 


33,004 part-time (6,635 men and 26,807 women); in the same week 
the amount paid out to staff in wages and salaries, bonuses and 
commissions was £346,000. As compared with 1957, employment in 
total at the end of 1958 was some 7 per cent. lower; all categories — 
men and women, full and part time — were affected fairly uniformly.

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Film Distribution in the United Kingdom and the origin of 
foreign films 


Table VI shows that gross film rentals charged by distributors in 
1958 at £21.4 million were fractionally higher than in 1957. After 
deduction of direct distribution expenses and amounts payable to 
producers, the balance retained by distributors was {3.9 million, or 
about 24 per cent. more than in 1957. 


In 1958 British films again improved their position in the home 
market. Gross rentals charged for them in 1958 at nearly {8.4 million 
were about 6 per cent. up on 1957; the balance retained by distributors 
at {1.8 million was about 11 per cent. up on 1957. For foreign films 
the gross rentals in 1958 at just under {£13 million were 3 per cent. 
below 1957, while the balance retained by distributors at {2.1 million 
was 4 per cent. lower than in 1957. A-longer term comparison with 
1950 shows that between 1950 and 1958 gross rentals for British 
films increased by nearly one quarter, whefeas gross rentals for foreign 
films fell by. nearly one quarter. In 1958 the amount payable to 
British producers at over {4.9 million was 2 per cent: more than in

GESTETNER LIMITED, of Tottenham, London, N., recently had 
to get a consignment of 300 series duplicators to America in a hurry. 
They decided to fly their products to the United States — regardless 
of cost. After the duplicators had been hurriedly recalled from 
Southampton (where they had been held up by a trade dispute) to 
the ‘Tottenham factory, and their cases specially redesigned for air- 
freight, an American cargo aircraft was chartered. At the last moment, 
jt was commandeered by the United States Armed Forces. 


Further delay to the introduction of the duplicators could not be 
contemplated as plans laid by the firm in the United States for 
launching the new series of duplicators were far advanced. It was 
then learned that an empty Swiss passenger aircraft, a Balair D.C.4, 
was shortly leaving Basle for New York and could, at short notice, 
be made available. By the time negotiations had been completed, 
however, the aircraft was airborne. Only when the aircraft was out 
over the Atlantic was radio contact made, and it was immediately 
re-routed to London Airport. 


Meanwhile, desperate efforts to re-label, load and move the goods 
from the.’ Tottenham factory had to be completed if the aircraft was 
to be met on schedule. Charter negotiations had been completed at 
one o’clock in the afternoon: the aircraft was due to leave for New 
York with a full consignment of duplicators only four hours later. 
When the D.C.4 arrived at the airport, passenger seats were taken 
out and the duplicators hurriedly loaded. They reached New York 
on time. 


THE STENNER sawmill machinery works at Tiverton, Devon, 
closed down for the annual holidays on Friday evening, July 24. 
At about 9 p.m. the works manager received a telephone call from 
Stenners’ Canadian agents, Burnett Woodworking Machinery Ltd., 
of Islington, Ontario, for certain replacement rectifiers required on a 
Stenner sawmill. He immediately went to the works to get the 
necessary data, which he telephoned to another member of the staff 
who, in turn, telephoned the manufacturers of the rectifiers, Westing- 
house Brake & Signal Co. Ltd., at Chippenham. 


The night-shift there was just ended and that factory was also 
closing down for the annual holidays. The night watchman, however, 
suggested contacting a senior official at his home near Chepstow. 
This was done and the situation explained. By now it was nearly 
midnight, but the official telephoned a colleague in London, rousing 
him from sleep to initiate action early the next morning at the 
Westinghouse London factory. By noon the following day, this 
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New Gestetner 300 series stencil duplicators are loaded aboard the 
Balair D.C.4 at London Airport for delivery to New York. 


executive was able to report by telephone to Stenners that the 
rectifiers had been assembled, painted, packed and taken to London 
Airport with all the necessary documents for dispatch that day. 


A cable by Stenners to their agents ensured that Burnett Wood- 
working Machinery Ltd. met the aircraft on arrival at Malton airport, 
Toronto. They cleared the consignment through Customs and rushed 
it to the sawmill several hundred miles away. The result was that the 
machine which had stopped on Friday was working again on Monday. 


In a letter to Stenners, the agents commented: ‘It was indeed a 
magnificent effort and both your people and Westinghouse are to be 
congratulated on giving service far superior to anything obtainable 
from American sources.’ Thanks were also received from the vice- 
president of the company owning the machine in question, who 
referred to it as an ‘exceptionally fine effort.’ He said he regarded the 
rapid procurement of replacement parts as a very important aspect 
of after-sales service, particularly for overseas manufacturers.

Canada’s Power Show 


( "Convent POWER SHOW and the Institute of Power Engineers’ 
Convention was held in Toronto on October 1, 2 and 3. The 
show has grown steadily from its small beginnings in 1945; in 

earlier years it was held first at the Montreal Show Mart and then at 

the Royal York Hotel in Toronto; latterly it has settled down to a 

show every two years in the Queen Elizabeth Building of the Toronto 

Exhibition Park -—a fine building that gives 90,000 square feet of 

space on one floor, combined with excellent facilities for dining and 

for the holding of technical sessions under the same roof. 


The Power Show is sponsored by the Institute of Power Engineers; 
a Canadian organization which consists primarily of stationary plant 
engineers but admits as associate members anyone connected with 
the power and steam generating industry. The Institute has 4,200 
members in 48 branches throughout Canada. In sponsoring the Power 
Show and Convention, the Institute sets out to provide a venue where 
manufacturers and suppliers meet with all levels of the management 
and operating groups in the industry. Intensive publicity is con- 
centrated on consulting engineers, steam plant engineers and operating 
staff, and attendance is estimated at 12,000 to 15,000. These are all 
trade personriel, the show being closed to the public. 

This show has become the shop window for Canada’s steam power 
and process manufacturers. There were 115 exhibitors this year and 
the quality of their displays set a very high standard. The major 
categories of equipment on display were as follows:

and sizes of steam generators and centrifugal pumps designed and 
manufactured in Canada and showed a model of a 2,000 Ib. steam per 
hour boiler; the Canadian Westinghouse Company showed two in- 
dustrial turbines of the type manufactured in their Hamilton plant; 
Dominion Bridge Company showed a 25 horsepower fully automatic 
package boiler. In the instrument and controls section there were 
excellent displays by Manning, Maxwell & Moore of Canada Ltd., 
Bailey Meter Company, Davis Automatic Controls Ltd., and others. 
It is also an industry wheré United States and British firms have met 
with success in the Canadian market. Much American equipment was 
on show, exhibited mainly through Canadian subsidiary companies 
or their agents. 


United Kingdom firms also played a big part this year, two of the 
outstanding exhibits of the show being by the Pulsometer Group 
of companies and Peacock Brothers (G. & J. Weir Ltd.). United 
Kingdom firms showing under the name of their Canadian companies 
were:

Competition from countries other 
than the United States and the United Kingdom was notable by its 
absence, the only other overseas equipment on show being switchgear, 
circuit breakers and porcelain insulators of French manufacture, 
shown by the Merlin-Gerin Electric Company of Canada. 

The Institute of Power Engineers’ Convention, running alongside 
the show, consisted of two technical sessions, one devoted to training 
programmes and apprenticeships, and the other to the economics 
of new plant and the opportunity for the industry in Canada’s 
economic growth in the 1960s. 
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British Cars Dominate the Paris Motor Show

IN RECENT YEARS the United Kingdom has dominated the Motor 
Show held annually in the Grand Palais in Paris and British makes, 
numbering 26, accounted for approximately one-third of all the cars 
shown at the 46th Salon de l’Automobile which opened on October 1. 
The United States came next with 15, followed by France with 14, 
Germany 13, Italy 8, and Holland, Switzerland and Czechoslovakia 
with 1 each. The President of the French Republic, General de 
Gaulle, visited the Salon on October 2 and an official visit was also 
paid by H.M. Ambassador, Sir Gladwyn Jebb, who visited every 
British car stand. 


As far as the British exhibits were concerned, there was much 
that was new. The appearance of the ‘baby’ cars with the special 
‘cut-away’ exhibition models of the Morris Mini-Minor and Austin 
Seven cars, drew a lot of attention. Indeed, they are seen by the French 
as serious rivals to their own ‘Dauphine.’ At the other end of the 
scale, models of the latest Rolls-Royce and Bentley cars, with the 
new 6} litre, aluminium V8 engine, were shown. In between these 
extremes were the wide range of family and sports cars for which 
Britain is well known. The new Ford Anglia was given its public 
introduction in Paris at practically the same time as in the United 
Kingdom, and the new Jaguar and Rover models drew considerable 
attention. 

Amongst the Rootes’ cars, the automatic transmission on the 
Hillman Minx, the series IIIA Singer ‘Gazelle’ and the Sunbeam 
‘Alpine’ were seen for the first time by most of the visitors. 

There has been much press comment during the past year on 
American concern about the success of foreign cars in the United 
States and the decision of American manufacturers to produce 
‘economy cars.’ The two giants of American automobile construction 





The United States Commerce Department in Washington have 
reported that Britain exported more cars to the United States in 
the first eight months of this year than in the whole of 1958. The 
department said a study of United States Census Bureau Statistics 
of British motor-car imports from January to August 1959 showed a 





presented their versions of a ‘little car.’ General Motors, whilst 
devoting most space to Pinin-Farina styled Cadillacs, showed the 
Chevrolet ‘Corsair’ and Ford introduced the six-cylinder ‘Falcon.’ 
The third American challenge to the European car, the ‘Valiant,’ 
made by Chrysler, was not on display. 


The other foreign exhibits revealed little change in the previous 
models although modifications had been made. While the many 
French cars on display were most impressive, the only model which 
could be termed ‘new’ was the ‘Facellia,’ a sports car made by Facel- 
Vega, retailing for less than the Porsche or Alpha-Romeo. 


This year’s Salon was the first since the Common Market has 
begun to make itself felt in European trade and was therefore of 
special interest. French production of cars has grown from 240,000 
in 1939 to 1,127,549 in 1958, whilst exports during the same period 
have increased from a mere 28,300 to 359,000. Exports in 1959 are 
expected to be in the region of 450,000 and despite German and 
Italian competition, France has high hopes of increasing her sales 
to the other members of the Common Market. 


For the first time for many years, cycles, motor cycles and heavy 
industrial vehicles were not included at the Paris Motor Show. 
However, a section was devoted to smaller utility vehicles, the Rootes 
‘Commer’ and ‘Karrier’ being amongst the most striking in this 
field. Another part of the show was given over to caravans and several 
examples of British production were shown. In the accessories section 
Lucas, who recently joined with Dubellier Bendix-Air Equipement 
to form the French manufacturing subsidiary Société Roto-Diesel, 
included, amongst other products for which this firm is famous, the 
injection pump which Roto-Diesel will manufacture in France. 
Trico-Folberth, Armstrong Shock Absorbers and Lodge Plugs were 
other well known British manufacturers exhibiting in this section.

THE UNITED KINGDOM Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has 
forwarded copies of the publication containing details of India’s 
import licensing policy for the period October 1959-March 1960, 
together with a statement issued by the Government of India setting 
out the changes in the licensing position for individual commodities 
for this period. 

2. Extracts from the Government of India statement are reproduced 
below together with certain important general points extracted from 
the policy announcement. 


3. Importers are again divided into three main categories: (a) 
established importers; (b) actual users; and (2) others. Quota licences 
issued to established importers are calculated on a fixed percentage 
of one-half of past imports in a chosen base year. The word ‘Gen’ 
indicates that the quota is based on imports from the dollar area 
but licences may be used in either ‘Soft’ or ‘Dollar’ areas. Up to 
50 per cent. of licence values issued against ‘Soft’ currency quotas 
may be used in the ‘Dollar’ area if the importer wishes and this 
proportion may be exceeded in certain circumstances. 


4. Capital Goods and Heavy Electrical Plant will continue to 
be licensed as during the previous period (see Board of Trade Journal

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Simplified Procedure for Deferred Payment Imports 


THE MANAGING BOARD of the International Exchange Commission 
for Chile agreed at their session No. 538 on August 26, 1959 to simplify 
the procedure for operations on deferred payment terms. From this 
date onwards once an importer has had his application to import on 
deferred payment terms approved by the Managing Board, he is only 
required to register the operation with the Central Bank. No Deposits 
will be required; the certificate of registration being sufficient for 
Chilean Consuls to visa shipping documents, for the Chilean customs 
to clear the goods and for the remission of instalments, making down 
cash payments and payments against documents. 


Amendment to Customs Tariff 


THE MANAGING BOARD of the International Exchange Commission 
for Chile agreed at their Session No. 538 on August 26 that spare parts 
for industrial machinery or apparatus (whether electrical! or mechanical) 
when they form part of a replacement unit for a specific machine shall 
be classified under the item ‘spare parts and accessories for industry’ 
(Section XI, Group 61 of the import list). 


PARAGUAY 


Import Regulations Amended 


H.M. EMBASSY at Asuncion report that by resolution No. 3 
(minute 145) of the Central Bank of Paraguay, dated August 12, 
pipes and tubes of rigid polyvinyl chloride (cloruro de polivinilo 
rigido) used in lieu of galvanized iron pipes and tubes, have been 
assimilated to paragraph No. 1217 of the Paraguayan Customs Tariff 
and are subject to a prior cash deposit of 110 per cent. of the f.o.b. 
value. 

The Embassy also report that resolution (No. 2 minute 145) 
establishes a surcharge of 5 per cent. on imports of liquid fuel, the 
proceeds of the surcharge ‘being intended for the financing of the 
Trans-Chaco road.’ Thus that part of resolution No. 3 minute 122, 
of July 31, which excluded fuel from this surcharge is hereby 
rescinded (see Board of Trade Journal for October 2, 1959, page 459). 


CUBA 


Import and Exchange Control 


FURTHER DETAILS are now available regarding the surcharges 
imposed on goods subject to import licensing, reported in the Board 
of Trade Journal of October 2, 1959 (page 459). 

The Surcharge will be calculated on the f.o.b. value of the goods 
at the port of origin and is additional to all taxes and duties at present 
in force. It will be collected from importers by the Cuban banks when 
remittances abroad are made. The surcharge will not apply to goods 
for which import licences were granted prior to September 18. 
Consideration of all applications for import licences, which was 
suspended on September 18 pending the introduction of the surcharges, 
has now been resumed. 


Goods subject to the surcharge may not be sold in Cuba at prices 
in excess of those obtaining on September 18. This price control 
applies to all such goods in stock in business premises or awaiting 
customs clearance, and to goods, at present in transit or awaiting 
shipment, for which import licences were granted prior to Septem- 
ber 18.

Proposed Re-classification for Duty Purposes 


THE BUREAU OF CUSTOMS have given notice of a prospective 
alteration in the classification for duty purposes of certain bamboo 
handled brushes. The notice, published in the Federal Register on 
September 30, reads as follows: 


It appears probable that a correct interpretation of paragraph 1506, 
Tariff Act of 1930, requires that certain bamboo handled brushes similar 
in appearance to tooth brushes but used on the person in the application of 
dye to the hair, be classified under the provision of such paragraph for 
other toilet brushes with duty at the rate of 1 cent each and 50 per cent. ad 
valorem if valued not over 40 cents each or at the rate of 1 cent each and 
123 per cent. ad valorem if valued over 40 cents each, which may result in 
a higher rate of duty than that heretofore assessed under an established and 
uniform practice. 


Pursuant to § 16.10a(d) of the Customs Regulations (19 CFR 16.10a(d)), 
notice is hereby given that the existing uniform practice of classifying such 
articles as other brushes under paragraph 1506 of the Tariff Act with duty 
at the rate of 35 per cent. ad valorem is under review by the Bureau of 
Customs. 


Consideration will be given to any relevant data, views, or arguments 
pertaining to the correct tariff classification of this merchandise which are 
submitted in writing to the Bureau of Customs, Washington 25, D.C. To 
assure consideration of such communications, they must be received in 
the Bureau not later than 30 days from the publication of this notice. No 
hearings will be held. 


Suspension of Duties on Some 
Spun Silk Yarn 


A UNITED STATES Public Law (P.L. 86-235) approved on September 
8, permits the importation, free of duty, of spun silk or schappe silk 
yarn, not dyed or coloured, singles of more than 58,800 yards per 
pound, or plied of more than 29,400 yards per pound, provided for 
in paragraph 1202 of the Tariff Act of 1930, if entered, or withdrawn 
from warehouse, for consumption during the three-year period 
beginning on November 7.
